• Now York, June 20.— The denth list 
of tlmso who perished on the steamer 
Oeucrul Slocum is growing at an 
alarming rate Bodies came to the sur- 
face today off the shores of North 
Ilrothcr island singly and In groups of 
two and threes until at dusk ninety- 
three additional bodies had been recov- 
ered. The [Hissing steamers seem to 
churn up the water to such a degree 
that it sweeps the bodies on to the 
beach. Between the hours of three and 

six in the after in forty-live bodies, 

some of them badly mutilated were tak- 
en ashore by the searching parties. 
This brings the total number of bodies 
recovered up to 725, and yet there is 
something like iiOO persons unaccounted 
for. A number of these were among 
the unidentified lying at the morgue 
and over on North Brother island. 
There were also a large number thai 
have been buried in the Lutheran cem- 
etery on Long island. The coroner's 
inquiry into the disaster was begun to- 
day. Thousands of persons gathered in 
and around the armory in the Borough 
of the Bronx, where the inquest was 
held.

The coroner's jury was quickly se- 
cured.

On application of the latter, 
lie said, an inspection of the Slocum 
was made by the United States authori- 
ties before she was put in commission 
this year saying, it was reported to 
us, that the Slocum was in thoroughly 
good order and working condition. 

He had not personally inspect the 
boat, but said, he hail examined the 
reports of the company's inspector 
and of that by the United Stales in- 
spection officers.

Ihe Mb Inst., and were easily repulsed. 
I was Ihe lirst correspondent lo enter 
Port Arthur since the blockade began."'

THE NEW ('. ;>. K. HOTEL PRO- 
POSALS. 



There is nn addendum to the original 
proposul for the erection of nn hotel 
by the C. P. It. on the James Bay flats, 
which was voted upon by the rate- 
payers some time ago. It will come 
not in the nature of a surprise, as it 
luts been generally understood for sev- 
eral months past that a new proposal 
was on foot. Negotiations have been 
going on quietly on the part of the 
('. 1". B. Company to secure the strip 
of land along Humboldt street from 
and including the Pendray property to 
the Bay View saloon. The option for this 
has been completed. Negotiations have 
also been going on between Mayor 
Barnard, on behalf of the city, and the 
('. I'. B. for a modification of the ar- 
rangement already entered into and 
completed under the terms of the by- 
law passed last year. Mr. Mnrnolv, 
general superintendent of the O. P. B., 
was in the city yesterday, and the pre 
limiliaries of the proposed new agree- 
ment were settled upon. The council 
will meet today to consider them. Mayor 
Barnard lias given notice that he will 
recommend the proposal, and a by-law 

will be introduced for the purpose of 
submission to the ratepayers in the 
usual way. As the members of the 
council have nlreadj Informally hail 
the details before tliem for considera- 
tion, it may be taken for grunted that I 
no opposition will originate in that 
body. 

The details of the proposal are prao- ] 
lically as follows: The city agrees to 
give to the ( '. I'. K. free the remainder

the Causeway; to expropriate Lot 171 
the property upon which the Bay View 
saloon is situated and make a public 
square there; tn grant immunity of 
taxation for til'teen years on the pro- 
perty along Humboldt street to be pur- 
chased by the ('. ['.

This will provide as a site for the 
new hotel all the land included within 
the boundaries formed by Douglas 
street, the Causeway, IIuinhel.lt and 
Belleville streets. The advantages that 
are claimed fur the nmeaded agree- 
ment are that the proposed street from 

lln> Causeway In Douglas street will 
net be required to he constructed; that 
the city will 1m- relieved front paying 
compensation to private owners on ac- 
count of riparian rights, etc., and that 
the new and enlarged Kite, being much 
more spacious, will add greatly to the 
general effect.

siderution of our claims, there are re- 
presentatives of the other maritime 
provinces at Ottawa seeking 
merit of the fisheries question 
negotiations that are going 
somewhat in the nature of 
provincial conference. The condition 
the other provinces are entirely differ- 
ent to those in British Columbia, and 
as in everything else, we are made vic- 
tims of the slavish principle of uni- 
formity, which the Dominion seeks to 
apply to all alike. In the other prov- 
inces in which fishing forms an in- 
dustry, there is little or no revenue 
arising out of it, and they naturally 
desire that the Dominion Government 
should take over the control and exer- 
cise complete jurisdiction. In British 
Columbia a very large revenue has 
yearly been received by the Dominion 
from our salmon fisheries, and to us 
it is an asset of great value. As local 
conditions are not, and never have been, 
properly understood at Ottawa, largely 
on a '.•count of the distance which separ- 
ates us from the seat of Government, 
the Provincial authorities feel, and 
justly, too, that the industry can he 
very much better managed at home. 
All past experience is in favor of that 
contention. It is, therefore, easy to 
understand how diltieult it is for a dele- 
gation from this Province to make its 
views effective in a settlement which is 
intended to be final and to include ah' 
the fisheries of the Dominion. 

Iu tin. memorandum submitted in 
1UU3 at Ottawa by the 1 'rior-Ebcrts 
delegation, it was shown that from 
.July 1st, INST, to tho 1st of .Inly, 1001, 
exclusive of the fisheries bounties paid 
to the Atlantic Coast fishermen under j 
the terms of the Fishery Award, the 
expenditure involved iu fisheries ser- 
vices under all heads amounted to 
,114,522,254. The revenues for the same 
period amounted to $1,049,051. Of the 
latter sum British Columbia alone con- 
tributed $400,740, or 38 per cent, of 
the total. @f the expenditure only 
about $200,000 came back to the Prov- 
ince, or a little less than -iV-2 I>cr emit, 
of the whole. "When these facts are 
pointed out to the Government at Ot- 
tawa the position taken is that this is 
simply an incident of the working out 
of the general plan of Confederation 
and is unavoidable. Evidently in a 
general sett lenient of the question we 
are to be placed on (ill fours with the 
other provinces, and what they agree 
upon ns right and fair will be imposed 
on us, regardless of the disparity of 
conditions and financial results. 

It is observed by the reply of Min- 
ister I'refoulnine to the delegation that 
the Department of Marine and Fisher- 
ies takes credit for having expended 
during the last three years $100,000 
more on Itritish Columbia Fisheries 
than was received in revenue. This 
is very misleading, from the fact that 
apart from the cost of the two hatch- 
eries huilt by the Dominion, there was 
no extra expenditure on account of 
our salmon fisheries, from which all 
the revenue is derived. The expendi- 
ture referred to includes the cost of 
building and equipping and maintain- 
ing two fishery protection cruisers, 
which are of no, or little, advantage 
to the salmon fisheries, as the latter are 
almost wholly inland. 

I'ruetioiillj, the salmon iui.ustry lias 
since the outset borne tin- entire burden 
of the expenditure in connection with 
fisheries of the Coast, and in addition 
has contributed a very large excess of 
revenue to the Dominion Treasury. It 
is presumed that the Dominion will 
insist on retaining their control of the 
whole ..f the fisheries of Canada, for 
■the reason that the other provinces, 
which have political pull through Cab- 
entation, want to he reliev- 
respousibility. The Govern-

In concluding his decision Captaiu 
liermiiigliani says:

He look the lirsl boat instead of re- 
maining on the vessel, and seeing that 
every person on board was in a boat, 
his excuse being thai he had a super! if 
knowledge of the coast thereabout, and 
thereby could be expected to land his 
boat safely. The fact is, that lie 
thought at this lime that he was eig'i- 
iceu mills north of Blanco reef.
